  16   (A) A PERSON MAY NOT BURN UNSEASONED WOOD, ALSO KNOWN AS GREEN 
  17  WOOD, OR WOOD TREATED WITH ANY SYNTHETIC CHEMICAL IN A FIREPLACE OR 
  18  WOOD STOVE LOCATED IN A RESIDENCE THAT IS WITHIN 200 FEET OF ANOTHER 
  19  RESIDENCE. 
 
  20   (B) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THIS SECTION IS GUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR 
  21  AND ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO A FINE NOT EXCEEDING $500 FOR EACH 
  22  VIOLATION. 
 
  23   SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
